.that tbe ordinary mason is a mechanic wbo 
knows bow to build a chimaev, construct a 
flue, lay a hearth and make a fireplace, 
while as a mutter of fact ha 
is often pro- 


foundly ignorant of tbe whole subject. 
His 


ignorance is at the foundation of many a 
confliigation resulting in the loss of prop-* 
crty and life, 
it is lime that new safe- 


guards were adopted in this direction, and 
that wo havo fewer "defective flues" in our 
dwellings. If there is any work done where 
there (mould he more safeguards applied to 
it is in this very matter of chimney building 
and persons erecting new buildings should 
be careful to secure the very host result?. 
As matters now stand no family ia sure, but 
there ifl n death dealing appliance on their 
premises, inviting ilonie nnd destruction at 
nuy moment.

In the latter year he accepted 
tbo professorship of history and political 
economy in Brown University, which ho 
occupied at tho time of hii death. 


Prof. Dirma was a man of varied culture 


and broad ideas. As a preacher be was not 
only acceptable in all pulpits but much 
sought after by tho churches of different de- 
nominations. 
His ecclesiastical relations 


were with the Congregationalism 
but bo 


worshipped often with the Episcopalians 
and other sects, and was ever in hearty sym- 
pathy with the good and true wherever bo 
found lt: Ha had no.iiliva views oa alt 
questions, but had them iu subjection to 
that spirit of oharity which so adorns a true 
Christian life. The Providence Journal say-.; 
of him : 


No man living iu this city or state could 


be counted his superior. 
On great occa- 


sions, when we were called to revive the 
memories of the past, or to be informed 'in 
respect of current events, it was to Prof. 
Diman tbat we instinctively turned as the 
mun best fitted for the work. Of lute years 
it has seemed as though no event in tbe 
records of Rboda Island could bo duly 
commemorated unless he was willing to tell 
the story aud "adorn the tale."

distinguished abroad as well us at home, 
not only as B consummate master of history, 
but also as one of the profoundtst philo- 
sophical thinkers of the day. His lectures in

not only to him, but to the state of which 
he was so 'distinguished an ornament. Tbc-re 
was hardly any class of subjects which 
ho was not competnnt to himd.e.

had read a great deal, and carefully digested 
all that he read. 
His resources were r-livays 


at command ; bis thoughts never lacked 
utterance; his stylo was compact, clear aa 
crystal, and adorned with chaste and appo- 
site illustration. 
He used no superfluous 


words, and yet never failed to make himself 
intelligible, no matter how recondite the 
subject that he treated. Tho college stu- 
dents to whom be lectured, tbo private 
elapses which ho met from week to week, 
the smaller band of personal and intimate 
friends who crossed weapons with him in 
tbe social circle, will all remember his words 
and clierisb his memory when-tbo flowers 
of many a summer havo bloomed and with- 
ered over his grave.
